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PREFACE 


This  supplement  to  the  Index  to  Plays  issued  in  1927  is  offered  as  a  bridge 
between  the  period  covered  by  the  first  volume  and  the  present  date.  The 
greater  part  of  the  material  now  made  available  represents  the  work  of  play 
writers  since  1927  but  a  fraction  of  it  is  made  up  from  the  work  of  authors  not 
included  in  the  earlier  volume  but  who  have  since  become  of  sufficient  importance 
to  warrant  the  inclusion  of  their  names  in  the  Supplement.  Also  a  few  inadver- 
tent omissions  from  the  first  list  have  been  indexed  in  this  one.  The  attention 
of  the  user  is  therefore  called  to  the  fact  that  it  will  be  desirable  to  consult  both 
volumes  in  looking  up  a  reference  irrespective  of  the  actual  date  of  publication 
unless  that  date  is  later  than  1927  in  which  event  obviously  it  could  be  found 
in  the  Supplement  only. 

In  compiling  such  a  bibliography  it  is  difficult  to  decide  exactly  what  should 
be  included.  To  index  all  published  plays  would  be  impossible  even  were  it 
desirable.  The  choice  cannot  be  made  on  merit  only  because  not  infrequently 
a  play  which  has  neither  literary  nor  technical  dramatic  merit  may  be  desired 
for  a  quite  legitimate  reason.  No  consistent  method  of  choice  can  be  claimed 
for  the  present  volume  but  in  a  general  way  the  following  points  have  been  de- 
cisive in  the  compiler's  selection: 

All  plays  of  well-known  dramatists  whether  pubHshed  in  separate 
books,  in  collections  or  in  magazines. 

Collections  of  plays  by  less  well-known  authors  when  numerous  enough 
or  interesting  enough  to  have  secured  a  publisher  of  recognized  standing. 

When  a  play  by  an  obscure  author  appears  in  a  composite  collection 
important  enough  to  be  indexed,  other  works  by  the  same  writer  have  been, 
looked  up  and  usually  included. 

Published  plays  which  have  had  a  popular  run  on  Broadway. 

Translations  of  plays  by  foreign  authors  whether  found  in  books  or 
magazines. 

Many  titles  which  appeared  in  the  first  volume,  reappear  in  the  Supplement. 
When  that  occurs  the  original  entries  are  not  repeated  but  additional  entries 
are  given,  that  is  to  say,  references  to  reprints  in  collections  or  periodicals,  or 
new  editions  of  the  author's  works. 

A  mere  repetition  of  the  entries  given  in  the  United  States  Catalog  or  in 
lists  of  well-known  publishers  of  plays  has  been  deemed  unnecessary. 

There  have  been  indexed  in  the  Supplement  the  works  of  1335  authors  and 
3284  titles. 

The  matter  of  an  extensive  index  to  subjects  requires  a  more  elaborate  ex- 
planation than  may  properly  be  given  here.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  it  is  my  opinion 
that  no  satisfactory  subject  index  can  be  compiled  because  no  selection  from  title 
or  subject,  even  with  notes  as  to  length,  number  of  characters  and  generic  classi- 
fication is  an  adequate  basis  for  selection  for  production  in  relation  to  a  given 
group.  There  are  for  instance,  indexed  in  this  volume,  sixty  plays  about  Christ- 
mas; it  is  doubtful  if  from  this  number,  two  would  be  found  that  might  meet  the 
requirements  of  any  special  class  of  amateurs.  A  play  must  always  be  examined 
before  it  is  selected  for  production  or  reading  and  no  library  will  have  the  sixty 
plays  listed  in  this  volume  to  offer  its  client.  This  fact  alone  creates  an  immediate 
and  insurmountable  impasse.  The  difficulty  of  the  amateur  group  is  a  real  one  but 
it  is  not  to  be  solved  by  the  publication  of  subject  lists. 
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The  arrangement  of  the  entries  in  this  volume  is  the  same  as  that  in  the 
Index  to  Plays,  i.e.  it  is  in  two  parts,  an  Author  Index,  and  a  Title  and  Subject 
Index.     The  order  of  entry  under  the  author's  name  is  as  follows : 

Separate  publication  of  a  play. 
Collected  works  of  the  author. 
Composite  collections. 
Periodicals. 

When  a  separate  edition  of  a  play  has  been  issued,  the  full  bibliographical 
information  has  been  given — title,  publisher,  place  and  date  of  publication  under 
the  outdoor  entry.  After  this,  or  after  the  title  of  the  play  if  it  has  appeared  in 
collected  editions  or  magazines  only,  is  given,  first  a  word  or  two  of  description — 
comedy,  tragedy,  social,  domestic — enough  to  suggest  the  character  of  the  play, 
and  then  the  number  of  acts.  Occasionally  when  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain 
a  copy  of  a  play  for  examination  this  information  will  be  found  incomplete. 

In  the  Title  and  Subject  Index  has  been  given  the  title  of  the  play,  followed 
by  the  author's  name.  To  locate  the  place  of  publication  it  is  necessary  to  refer 
to  the  Author  Index.  Subject  entries  are  given  in  bold-face  type;  there  follows 
an  indented  list  of  plays  upon  the  given  subject.  The  subject  list  is  not  com- 
plete; it  is  intended  merely  to  suggest  a  few  titles  to  those  seeking  plays  for 
special  occasions  or  upon  special  subjects. 

In  Appendix  A  only  those  works  of  an  author  which  contain  more  than  one 
play  have  been  entered.  The  separate  editions  of  the  single  plays  have  been 
entered  as  noted  above,  with  full  bibliographical  information  in  the  Author  Index. 
Appendix  B  contains  the  list  of  composite  collections  indexed. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  during 
the  preparation  of  this  volume  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  my  publishers.
